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should estimate that 1 demoted approximately four weeks to preparing for 
the CIA program. During the academic year I would be expected in spend 
about thirty weeks in audit labor, fbr which I w>uld receive a salary of 
about $6000. Urie comes to $3200. per week of work. On this basis, ay 
materials would warrant a valuation of $600., plus the afore-cited expen- 
ses. Tills last computation, I sight add, does not take into considera- 
tion $275. X have spent to live here in Washington vhil® awaiting as me 
final word from the Agency. 

No twi thstsnding the fact that any of the above stated sums id.ll leave 
me far short of the anticipated reimbursement for the full program’s work, 

X should regard any of them as offering a suitable measure of financial 
satisfaction, and as indicating Itie good faith and responsibility of the CIA 

It must be pointed out that my loss has been far more than merely 
financial. There appear to have been two questions involved in the unfort- 
unate situation. One hae been the matter of good faith. It would seem to 
me that regaidXese of any technical legal points which «l$it be raised, 
the CIA does have a distinct ethical obligation in the ease of myself and 
my colleagues (fbr whom, of course, 1 cannot presume to speak). After all, 

I did not seek out this ConsultantshdLpj rather I was asked to undertake it 
by the Agency, whose repress tatlva made a specific point of assuring me 
that there was no necessityof waiting for a written contract or letter of 
appointment) that the work for which my services ?»re desired tws certain) 
and that I need have no fear of any hitches arising. As the ensuing weeks 
went by and correspondence between the CIA and myself continued, there was 
not the slightest hint that the promised position, to take which I had in 
good faith given up an excellent summer position at ©y College, would not 
materialise. It me not until I actually reports for duty on the date 
stipulated by theAgenoy that I was informed of the cancellation. And of 
course by that time it was impossible for m to make any other arrangements 
to salvage something from the summer. 

The second question is that of ay personal reputation and the correl- 
ative position of the l I which I represent. The 

possibility hinted at by certain Agency personnel that there may be some 
security question about me, and the impossibility of determining whether 
such a question has in fact bean rained (because of the impenetrable hedge 
of regulations surrounding the entire area of security clearances) has 
caused m and my superiors deep ooncern. This point is particularly im- 
portant for its poss ible aonseqaeneqg to ©y future in ay profession and in 
mcr position with the I I Our organisation has 

offered its service s as a contract research group to the CIA, among other 
agencies, and it is obvious that individually and as a group there must be 
no security doubts about us if we are to be of assistance In the Government 
in the future, Fbr these reasons It seems to m fair to ask that you giro 
me, or ©y superiors at the College, an unaquivoeal statement that the can- 
cellation of the program was not based in any part on security doubts 
about me.
